A refuges who urrived here today from
Kagoshima gave the followlng account

“The eruptions started suddenly with
columna of thiok, black amoke and flame
from the crater of Sakura-Jima., Hun-
drede of the Inhabltants of the *small
leland In the guif of Kagoshima where
Sakura-Jima I8 situated rushed to the

steamers, which carried them seross
three milles of water to Kagoshima,
